in tlie Hindoo Handicap at Aiineduct this afternoon. 
The Hindoo was a tbree-liorse race, at cicbt and 
a lialf furlongs, and attracted onl.v the Uaucocas 
crack, 117 iiounds; Captain Aloock. 107 iHiunds. and 
Hr. Joe. b.7 Iiounds. Knobble had a pound over 
scale weight. Captain Alcock nine laninds off and 
Hr. J(H> an allowance of thirty-one iKuiuds. In 

such going weight is Iieavy and so nicely had scales 
las'ii adjust(Ml that the trio were lapped at the end 
of a fighting finish, with the choice of the public 
reserved, Knobbie third. He aiul Captaiu Alcoi'k 
were almost eitual favorites. 

It was the Quincy Stable’s notion that the one 
it kept could— that way weighted-beat the one 

it had sold. The Quincy notion was right. Cap- 

tain Alcock was second. Hut iKjth wire licatcn by 
the old mud warrior Hr. Joe. Tiic doctor’s legs 

found mud grateful and eneonraging a.id ran to his 
best form. When the barrier snapijed mi he started 
out to keep Knobbie busy. Kiiobiiie led gayl.v and 
<-lear to the turn for the straight run home. There 
the doctor closed. In seeking the good going of the 
stretcli Suiide and Knobbie carried Hr. Joe wide. 
But tlie old fellow was in a running mood and. 
sticking to tile Rancocas colt under Callahaii’s 
strong hand riding, wore liini down and toik the 
lead and lield it. Captain Alcock could have won. 
with iK-tter luck, but he was tut off as lie closed 
on the leaders in the stretch. Taken to the side 
he was running strtiiiger tlian botli Knobliie and 
Hr. Joe at tlie fiiiisli. where tlie tlirei- were 
lapped in a spirited liattle half lengths apart. 

Tlie Regret Handicap divided class witli the Hin- 
doi MS one of tlie racing pic<-cs of llic da.v. It was 
for fillii's and marcs and six seasoned om*s came 
out for its six and a Imlf furlongs. I’eii Rose was 
timorously « lioscn to win. She liad not a fasliion- 
able jockey astride. The lawn figures must liave 
made the old mure laugh. Veargiii took lier to the 
front witliout ilelay and slie won in surprising lime 
— Hie early ipmrters Isdng in -Jl-. and 23 ’t:. — 
liilariously. Kdwina and I.uiietta Pdlowed tliree 
lengtlis beliind I’eii Rose, Kdwiiia’s nose Just be- 
fore ljUiietta’s. Kdwina is aliont ready for lad- 
tcr things.
